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Parking Panel ‘Likes’ New Plan

Needed 


Members of the parking com- 
mission of the Menlo Park 
Chamber of Commerce have in- 
dicated their informal approy- 
al of plans for new parking 
plazas as drawn up by City 
Planner Bob Gray, it was learn- 
ed this week. 

And Gray, whose drawings 
have not yet been given the 
official stamp of approval of 
the Menlo Park city council, 
added that if they’re ever 
going to become a reality, 
“the Chamber of Commerce 
will have to carry the ball.” 

The Chamber of Commerce 
group, Gray said, appears will- 
ing to plug for the adoption of 
the parking plaza layout, as 
envisaged, for the area between 
Menlo avenue and Santa Cruz 
avenue and University drive 
and El Camino Real. 

This support is probably 
predicated, he said, on the solv- 
ing of problems which might 
crop ‘up if individual owners 
feel they can’t go along with 
the plan. 

Under Gray’s plan, presently 
undeveloped commercial prep- 
erty in the area would be de- 
veloped in such a manner that 
two square feet of offstreet 
parking area would be devel- 
oped for each square foot of 
commercial development al- 
lowed, without calling on par- 
ticipants in present offstreet 
parking assessment districts to 
assume a share of the costs. - 
NEEDS OKAY : 

Although he didn’t have spe- 
cific approval of his present 
drawings, Gray. said, he felt the 
council would go along with it, 
as they already have with the 
rezoning of lots facing Menlo 
avenue from “transitional” to 
“commercial.” 

So far, Gray said, he hasn’t 
heard any grumbles from “un- 
happy” property owners who 
might feel themselves discrim- 
inated against, if the parking 
layout he’s drawn up is adopt- 
ed.

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As We See It: 


How Many New Schemes 
Can Be Tried in School? 


In Menlo Park these days, lots of people are appar- 
ently concerned with the business of “how to teach young- 
' sters more, quicker.” 

Some take the revolutionary approach. They're of 
the opinion that the present program should be radically 
altered immediately, with an eye to using new teaching 
* techniques and machines which apparently would load 
* more knowledge into the heads of the young than presently. 

There are those who take the evolutionary approach. 
These maintain that the present teaching set-up is, in the 
main, pretty efficient; they add that they're willing to bring 
in new ideas as soon as they're tested and found good. 
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Neither approach seems to give top weight to a couple 
of things, however: 

1. How much hopped-up education can we ladle into 
youngsters without making them into a bunch of neurotics? 
How many hours a week will a youngster spend in school, 
before being a youngster ceases to be fun? 

2. How far can you go before you run, head-on, into 
the state’s educational requirements? As far as we can see, 
the state department of education, which directs the over- 

l education in California, is about the slowest of all public 
agencies in adopting changes of policy or goals. 

’ Then, there’s the problem of getting enough knowledge 
into the head of adults. Remember: The total body of 
knowledge in this world is doubling every 15 years. How 
many of us who got out of school that many years ago, has 
kept up with developments since, in a fashion which allows 
us to be critical of what youngsters are learning today? 

If after examining these questions you can be satisfied 
that you're a competent critic, you may become a partisan 
of the “revolutionary” approach to this thing and call for 
overhauling of the system.

We bet you won't though. Like most present-day 
educators, you'll probably become a little more moderate, 
whether or not you think we must “catch up with Rus- 
sians” in the next six months of in the next decade. 


New Downtown Plan 
Reflection of Old 


City planning commissioners currently are scanning a 
tentative proposed development map for the portion of the 
downtown business area between Menlo and Santa Cruz 
avenues. 

It’s not yet been adopted as official city policy to get 
the layout as shown adopted as the final guide for the 
future, but the map shows that thought is being expended 
in that direction, anyway. 

When the tentative map is finally hammered into 
shape — which may take several months — it will be noted 
that the downtown business area, when fully developed, 
will probably bear more than a slight similarity to a “master 
plan” map drawn up in 1952. 

It won't be an formally laid out ,of course, and the 
“landscaped mall” envisaged in those drawings made years 
ago won't be in it, unless somebody runs a heavy campaign 
in its behalf. 

What'll really be apparent, though, is that the offstreet 
parking, as envisaged by the late Charles P. Burgess, will 
be a relity — on paper, at least. 

The scheme requiring two square feet of offstreet 

parking for each square foot of commercial development, 
“it has been shown, was a good one; whatever prosperity 
« the downtown business district enjoys today is largely due 
“to this provision. 

But then, after this ratio is reaffirmed, there'll come 
_ the long, tedious haggling and bargaining, which will 
«have to precede the actual development itself.

Municipal Report: 


School Discipline Problem 
Outlined by Superintendent 


(Following is the text of a 
memorandum to the Menlo 
Park School District Board 
of Trustees, essence of which 
was abstracted for a news 
story concerning the d 
cussion of the topic, “disci- 
pline,” in last week’s Re- 
corder.—ed. 

By DR. MEL HOMFELD 
Superintendent of Schools 


The schoolman is concerned 
about child behavior for two 
reasons. 

First, he knows that effi- 
cient teaching and learning 
take place best where the con- 
duct of pupils is such that it 
permits the teacher and the 
pupils to engage in worth- 
while activities. When a 
teacher becomes the police- 
man, precious and unrecover- 
able time is lost, and the 
learner is failing to fix in his 
total behavior pattern one of 
the most basic needs of the 
citizen of his democratic re- 
public. 

This leads to the second rea- 
son for the schoolman’s inter- 
est in child behavior. He 
knows that, if the citizen is to 
fully enjoy the privileges and 
responsibilities of citizenship, 
control of his own actions 
must be accomplished. 


Discipline must eventually 
result in self-discipline or it 
will not accomplish its pur- 
pose: Self-discipline results 
‘neither from coddling nor 
lowering the boom, but 
rather from endless hours, 
weeks, months, and years of 
methodical and seemingly 
unending establishment of 
limits, teaching of adherence 
to the limits, and reteaching 
over and over and over 
again. 


25 Years fas: 
Squash

The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community:

Mr. Webb has for a long time 
made a specialty of his fine 
“Table Queen” and “Banana” 
squash, and without a doubt 
this first car load shipment of 
squash is the forerunner of a 
new agricultural development 
for Menlo Park and the sur- 
rounding district.

Each day, each week a new 
start has to be made. 

Authority, whether ‘vested 
in law, parents, teachers, older 
brothers, or the foreman, must 
establish easily recognizable 
limits and then must make 
constant efforts to be consist- 
ent in requiring adherence to 
those limits. The child who is 
not permitted to climb be- 
yond the second crotch of the 
shade tree, but who doesn’t 
understand what the second 
crotch of the shade tree is, 
and who is then punished be- 
cause he climbs to the third 
crotch of the tree, learns re- 
sentment, not control. 

Our schools have long main- 
fained an administrative 
policy which in effect expects 
a child to arrive at school in 
a teachable condition, ready to 
exhibit behavior which per- 
mits teaching and learning. 
It then becomes the school’s 
responsibility to maintain the 
favorable attitudes and _ be- 
haviors of the child; not only 
to maintain them, but to rein- 
force them, extend them, and 
supplement them to the great- 
est possible extent. 

I am sure each of you can 
cite an instance where we 
have permitted children who 
have failed to exhibit ac- 
ceptable behavior to remain 
in school, and I am sure I 
can cite more instances than 
any of you. 

The decision of whether or 
not to exclude a child from the 
classroom and from the school 
for unacceptable behavior is a 
very difficult one for teachers 
to make. 

Every teacher has the right 
under the law and in this 
school district to exclude chil- 
dren for continued disobedi- 
ence and for a number of other 
things. It is the nature of 
the teacher, though, to con- 
tinue to try and to feel a 
sense of failure and inade- 
quacy when he must resort to 
exclusion. 

In my opinion, exclusion 
would be almost entirely un- 
necessary if children’ were 
given the security of consis- 
tent authority. There are 
three simple points by which 
anyone can measure his own 
success or failure: (1) some 
things we permit, (2) some 
things we tolerate but do not 
permit (kids will be kids), 
and (3) some things must be 
stopped, forcibly if necessary. 

From my observation of 
thousands and thousands of 
children, I firmly believe 
that regardless of how they 
may rebel at times, children 
actually need and want au- 
thority from their parents. 
Without it they feel inse- 
cure. With it they feel safe. 


The mother er father who 
brings his Johnny to school 
and says, “I hope you can con- 
trol him; I can’t do a thing 
with him,’ has created and 
perpetuates an awesome prob- 
lem. Ultimate authority should 
eminate from the parents, not 
from the school. The school 
is an extension of parental 
authority and control, but the 
basic authority should come 
from mother and dad. 

In the many years I have 
been in the school business, I 
cannot recall a single incident 
in which a really strong teach- 
er experienced serious diffi- 
culty in obtaining reasonable 
behavior from the healthy 
child of parents who consis- 
tently established reasonable 
and recognizable limits and re- 
quired adherence thereto. 


Contrarily, I have seen liter- 
ally hundreds of incidents 
where teachers found them- 
selves at their wits end to 
know what to do next con- 
cerning a child whose parents 
have failed to develop limits 
and require behavior within 
those limits. 

It is only when home and 
school, parents and teachers, 

the school and the commu- 
nity at large adopt similar 
behavior requirements and 
then work together toward 
their enforcement that the 
job really gets done. 
Specifically stated rules of 
conduct for children on the 
school grounds and in the 
schools to guarantee their own 
safety, the safety of others, 
and the protection of property 
are necessary. But the actual 
behavior of the student while 
in the school, behavior which 
permits profitable teaching 
and learning, is the crux of 
the discipline problem. Com- 
plicated rules and pre-estab- 
lished punishments seldom ac- 
complish their avowed pur- 
pose. In fact, punishment for 
infraction of rules is among 
the least desirable outcomes 
of a well run school. Ideally, 
the school’s instructional pro- 
gram should be so interesting 
and the rewards of acceptable 
behavior so favorable that 
punishment is unnecessary. 
However,, in dealing with chil- 
dren and even adults, the ideal 
is seldom, if ever, realized. 
Therefore, we do have codes of 
conduct; we do have safety 
rules; we do have lists of “Do’s 
and Don'ts.”

County Comment: 


County Probably Was Gaine 
From New Sales Tax Policy

As has been predicted the 
county board of supervisors 
has adopted a uniform sales 
tax ordinance bringing smiles 
and dollars to both the county 
and city government officials. 
The brewing controversy over 
the split of the fat take sim- 
mered down to nothing after a 
compromise plan was offered 
by Mayor Frank Pacelli of Da- 
ly City. 

The county had been de 
manding a 10 per cent- take 


- from the cities but Daly City, 


Pacifica and others took the 
lead in knocking the figure 
down to five per cent. Sounds 
like the cities got everything 
they wanted—and maybe they 
did, but we doubt it. 

The county offer was to take 
10 per cent from the cities but 
would take half of that amount 
and match it with funds from 
county unincorporated. areas 
toward construction of road 
and street ‘projects. 

The county ordinance set- 
ting the take at five per cent 
from the cities not only 
knocks out this matching 
road fund provision, but also 
brings to an end the annual 
$100,000 split of the county’s 
gas tax revenue to the cities 
for streets. 

It would appear from this 
corner that the county came 
out much better on the deal. 
True, the cities will have a 
nest egg of $4,658,750 (esti- 
mate of the State Board of 
Equalization) for the first 
year. 

The county expects to get 
$770,000-plus from the unin- 
corporated areas. With better 
than $200,000 contributed by 
the cities, the county govern- 
ment will have added revenue 
to the tune of better than a 
million dollars — with no 
strings attached other than to 
say it will go into the construc- 
tion account. 

In just the few minutes it 
took to adopt the ordinance 
the county has answered the 
question of where to get mo- 
ney for several construction 
jobs that are on the planning 


* table. 


The principal project at the 
moment, is the $2 million-plus 
administration building being 
planned for the county seat 
headquarters here. County of- 
fiicals for months have talked 
of bond issues, lease-purchase 
or pay-as-you-ge. 

The first plan was ruied out 
because everyone was sure the 
voters would not approve ANY 
bond issue at this time. Bank- 
ing and lending groups protest- 
ed the lease-purchase plan as 
too expensive. The third plan 
was the only one left but was 
felt to be too slow. Now with 
a million a year from the sales 
tax the five-story structure 
could be started in two years. 

Some people may be dis- 
appointed that the supervi- 
sors did not actually set 
forth provisions that some of 
the sales tax revenue would 
be applied to the “property” 
tax rate. 

Actually if the sales tax pro- 
vides all the funds needed for 
capital improvements, the ov- 
erall tax rate will go down 
about 10 cents. The county has 
been collecting between one 
and two millions for such proj- 
ects on the pay-as-you-go plan 
and if the rate is lowered ac- 
cordingly our annual bills will 
drop noticeably—for the pres- 
ent at least. 

One thing that has been prov- 
ed over the years is that the 
more you give government to 
spend the more it wants and 
takes. We see no reason to ex- 
pect much change in either the 
city or county setups in this re- 
gard. 

San Mateo county, one might 
say, was forced into the sales 
tax. The state legislature was 
threatening to take action in 
January to force all counties 
into the program. At least this 
county was next to last. 

We have always felt the 
tax was the fairest possible 
but we did and still question 
the almost five million dol 
lars that will go into govern- 
ment treasuries each year 
without a string attached 
anywhere by the taxpayers. 

Granted that all our present 
government officials are trying 
to do the best job possible, 
there can be a lot of needless 
spending when the money is 
right in their ‘‘pocket.” 

The fact that the cities won’t 
share in county road funds 
probably means that an addi- 
tion will be forthcoming to gas- 
oline taxes to help the cities. 
Such a move is now in the plan- 
ning stage following action at 
the meeting of the County As- 
sociation of Supervisors at 
Palm Springs. Allocations 
would be based on the deficien- 
cy reports filed by all branches 
of government this year. The 
supervisors’ group plans to ask 
for a one-cent gasoline tax 
boost or a 50 per cent increase 
in in lieu taxes—or a combina- 
tion of both. 

No matter how you look at 
it, the sales tax funds, although 


like monies from heaven, will 
not handle the huge road 
building program that is need- 
ed here and elsewhere in the 
state. 

Gasoline taxes may come ea- 
sy, but every time this tax 
goes up it forces more people 
into the economy cars and less 
driving for others.This likely 
would not offset the increase 
to be asked but does have a 
bearing. 


So let’s face it. The only 
thing the people have to do is 
to dig deeper and deeper and 
hope we can make enough mo- 


ney to pay the bills.

Yule Spit All 


Instead of buying a Christ- 
mas tree each year and dispos- | 
ing of it at Season’s end, an in- 
creasing number of home own- | 


ers are selecting “living” 
Christmas trees. Small, slow- 
growing conifers, bought in 


containers at local nurseries, 
can be kept in tubs for several | 
years, situated outdoors except 
during the Yuletide. There is 
one great advantage to this 
practice. When the tree has | 
outgrown its tub, plant it as 
a permanent garden attraction. 

There are many evergreens 
perfect for living Christmas | 
trees: pines, firs, cedars and | 
spruces in many named vari- | 
eties small enough to do well 
indoors during the season. 
All these tree families have 
varieties that grow from two 
to 15 feet high, making them 
ideal for growth near small 
homes. 

There are several slow-grow- 
ing or dwarf conifers which 
make ideal living Christmas 
trees. One of the most popular 
selections is Deodar Cedar. A 
native of the Himalayas, the 
Deodar Cedar provides frosty 
blue-green foliage in the tradi- 
tional conical shape. 
a compact type of this tree 
which seldom grows to more 
than 25 feet at maturity. 

The Elwood Cypress (cha- 
maecyparis lawsoniana 
woodii) is a dwarf variety 
which is especially good for 
inland areas in California. 
This has blue-green foliage 
and grows to a near six feet. 

While the trees are indoors 
they should be watered gener- 
ously and kept from too much 
heat. For example, the tree
